RESOLUTION 

Nstjl} Delhi, the 12th July 1962 

No. 55(l)EP(Coord)/62. —An Ad-Hoc-Commlttee on Quality Control and 
Pre-shipment Inspection was appointed in November 1960 to examine the question 
of Instituting quality control on goods exported from India and to make recom¬ 
mendations. This Committee has submitted its report. The Committee considered 
that the task of improving the quality of export goods would be greatly facilita¬ 
ted If the Government of India had available to It the advice of persons who are 
intimately concerned with the day to day problems of quality control and with 
export promotion generally. Government after consulting the Board of Trade. 
agree with this view and have decided to constitute an Export Inspection Advi¬ 
sory Council to advise Government on all matters relating to quality control and 
pre-shipment inspection of export goods and particularly to prepare an opera¬ 
tional programme for quality control on export goods, with priority for pre-ship¬ 
ment inspection measures. The Council will be composed of the following
